“But we 
aleo believe that Fenn himself knew 
that the suits were being brought by 
his wife and that she was going to get 
| $15,000 because of his alleged drown- 
' ing.” 
A. J. Orme, of the law firm of Jack- 
}son & Orme, which represented the 
Southern States tn the case, announces 
the same beef. 

“Furthermore,” says Mr. Orme, 
“Fenn could not have obtained any 
part of that $15,000 himself, even if his 
wife gained the money. We believe his 
wife’s motives were absolutely honest, 
and she would not have sued us, nor 
received the money, if she had sus- 
pected her husband was alive.” 

Fenn Again Identified 


Further identification of Fenn was 
obtained in New Orleans Tuesday by 
J. G. Jones, of Cordele, Ga., member 
of the law firm of Crum & Jones, 
which represented Mrs. Fenn in her 
suits for the $15,000. His admission 
that the man was really Fenn, wired 
to Cordele and Atlanta Tuesday, prac- 
tically closed the court cases at that 
moment. 

A telegram received from Cordele 
says that efforts have been made to 
get Mrs. Fenn to bring the charge of 
wife desertion against her long-lost 
husband, in order to have him brought 
back to Georgia. This charge Mrs. 
Fenn declines to bring. It is under- 
stood that there will be no further ef- 
fort made to have him brought back. 
Affidavtis ag to his identity will suf- 
fice for the law processes. 

And so it develops that after 
searching the world for him and spend- 
ing thousands of dollars before they 
unearthed his hiding place, the insu- 
rance companies will prefer no charge 
against Fenn. After exposing to the 
world his disappearance and wander- 
ings, they will let him continue his 
way without interference.

TO RETURN TO CORDELE 
Ga., October 23.—(Special, )—~

The last report was 
received from J. G, Jones, an attorney 
of this city, who has gone there to in- 
vestigate the affair.

Each of them 
testified to having witnessed and 
signed copies of the letters with which 
Senator Beveridge returned the contri- 
hutions. Mr. Rothschild said Senator 
Beveridge showed him the drafts from 
Mr. Perkins early in October before 
the election and announced his inten- 
tion of returning the money. Mr.

Morgan, J. N. Hazlehurst, George M. 
Brown, W. G. Cooper and Haralson 
Bleckley. 

President Calls Meeting. 


The meeting was called at the in- 
stance of President Moore, who has;| 
been making a study of this subject, 
and is an earnest advocate of the adop- 
tion of a plan to be made by a com- 
petent commission. 

Mr. Moore, tn stating the object of 
called attention to the 
fact that a city plan is not a mere 
matter of ornamentation, but includes 
all the vital needs of the city, such 
as adequate terminal facilities, ample 
thoroughfares for traffic, proper 
grades and construction of highways, 
full sanitary equipment, with due at- 
tention to housing problems. The 
question of architectural beauty is a 
feature incident to a general pla.

At a meeting of the water commission 
yesterday afternoon Oscar Elsas, vice 
president of one of Atlanta's cotton 
mitis, and James C. Gentry, represent- 
ing an ice manufactory, declared that 
the rates were excessive, and should 
be lowered to encourage industry. 

A comparative statement of expendi- 
tures and cost of pumpage—one based 
on figures taken from the annual re- 
port of Superintendent Smith and the 
other by the manufacturers—shows a 
difference of $147,836.62. The city in- 
cludes in its statement of expendl- 
tures as an item of cost taxes amount- 
ing to $77,107.50, to which the manu- 
facturers object because the city pays 
no taxes. 

Advance of 15 Per Cent. 

The cost should be about $49 a milI- 
lion feet, according to manufacturers. 
The rate at present is claimed to be 
an advance of 15 per cent over the rate 
Since 1910.

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MRS. PENNYBACKER DISCUSSES _ 
DANGERS TO AMERICAN HOME 


Indifference of the American father 
to his responsibility in the welfare of 
the child; over-anxiety of the mother 
in what she considers the conscientious 
duty toward her children; carelessness 
pertaining to the girls of the present 
moment in the preparation which 
should be given them for life, and a 
lack of the right kind of patriotism, 
were the dangers which threaten the 
American home, as enumerated by Mrs. 
Percy Pennybacker, president of the 
General Federation, in a brilliant ad- 
dress which she made before the Geor- 
gia State Federation last night. 

Mrs. Pennybacker, since her election 
to the leadership of the general fed- 
erated movement, hag been traveling 
extensively through the states where 
the federated movement is active, and 
she declared in her introductory re- 
marks that no state federation is do- 
ing more broadly active work than 
Georgia.

“Having been with you at the three 
sessions today and met with the woin- 
en workers, I can realize why Georgia 
has accomplished so much.” she gaid.

The mother, in the wom- 
en's ward, heard the screaming and 
when I asked for advice, told me to 
beat the child. This is against one of 
the strictest rules of the institution, as 
I told her. Failing in every gentle 
attempt, I at last placed a pillow over 
the child’s mouth, not as a punishment, 
certainly not in a way to injure her 
or to stifle her, merely to muffle the 
sounds. 

“The public should suspend judgment 
until the true facts are known. The 
committee will go into the workings 
of the institution with thoroughness, 
and that will be the time for a verdict 
to be reached, a verdict which I in no 
wise fear will be unfavorable.”

Corn finished 1-8@1-4 to 3-4c 
up, Oats made a gain of 1-4@38-8 and 
provisions unchanged to 20c advance. 

Strength developed slowly in wheat. 
Hesitancy resulted because of signs 
that fear of a Dardanelles blockade 
Was not shared by the grain trade of 
Europe. Speculators seemed disposed, 
however, to favor an advance and to 
ignore the heavy movement of spring 
wheat as having been already dis- 
counted. Rumors of financial trouble 
at more than one Européan capital 
served, too, as evidence that effects of 
the war would be widespread, When 
word came that more than a hundred 
boatloads of wheat had deen taken for 
export the upward movement of prices 
began in earnest. December ranged 
from 927-8 to 94@941-8 with last 
sales up lc net, at 983 7-8@94.

noon hour, when an avalanche of sell- 
|} ing orders from various European 

points resulted 7 a series of precipi- 
tate declines. 

Canadian Pacific was the weakest 
of the high grade issues, declining over 
4 potnts and giving color to rumors of 
enforced liquidation by Berlin and 
Vienna. In tact, it was understood the 
Austrian capital was the scene of some 
financial unsettlement, but private 
Cables received here late In the day de- 
clared that the embarrasgment was 
hardly more than local. 

The opening here was not altogether 
reassuring, a majority of the better 
Known stocks recording slight losses. 
The only noted exceptions were Chino 
Copper and Chino convertible bonds, 
these issues ascending to new high 
records on rumors that the stock is 
soon to be put on a dividend basis. 
Another incident of the early session, 
interesting because oi its bearing upon 
Steel trade conditions, was the an- 
nouncement that dividends had been 
resumed on the preferred stock of the 
Republic Iron = and Stee] company, 
which early in the year suspended pay- 
ment because of the unfavorable out- 
look. 

In the final hour prices recovered in 
part from the low level, but the mar- 
Kket's undertone indicated feverish- 
ness and uncertainty with dealings in 
restricted volume. 

The unfavorable 


condition of the 
local banks was shown in the harden- 
ing of time loans, 6 per cent being 
asked for 90-day accommodations and 
four months’ money advanced 1-4 per 
cent. Call money held around 5 per 
cent with some concessions at the 
close. 

Bonds turned heavy with stocks after 
early steadiness. Total sales, par value, 
were $1,800,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.
